It  was  bis  choice,  pending  this  important  work, 
to  bring  in  this  odious  Coercion  Bill,  calculating, 
no  doubt,  that  the  fear  of  hurting  the  Free-trade 
Minister  would  restrain  opposition  to  it  and  permit 
it  to  pass.

ward  champions  of  free  trade  feel  most  strongly 
that  the  rights  of  Ireland  are  not  to  be  compro¬ 
mised,  and  that  they  must  do  their  duty  in  resist-  I 
ing  the  Curfew  Bill,  whatever  may  he  the  col-  | 
lateral  effects.  The  probable  consequence  will  be 
merely  a  lesson  to  Sir  Robert  Peel  not  to  pre¬ 
sume  too  much  on  the  weakness  that  is  his  pecu¬ 
liar  and  only  strength.  He  has  his  hands  full 
enough,  and  to  knock  the  rod  for  Ireland  out  of 
them  will  be  really  a  service  to  him  personally,  for 
be  is  becoming  popular  with  the  Irish,  who,  seeing 
his  many  wonderful  turns,  are  beginning  to  reckon 
upon  him  for  the  repeal  of  the  Union.

But,  we  shall  be  told,  a  man  who  puU  on  the 
appearance  of  guiltmust  take  thccons^uences,and 
he  has  onlv  himself  to  blame  for  deceiving  jttstice. 
But  this  brings  us  to  the  question  whether  abor¬ 
tive  attempts  should  he  punished  as  completed 
crimes?  Whatever  was  the  intent  of  Scery  he 
ought  to  have  suffered  some  punishment  for  the 
attack  on  Sir  F.  Hopkins,  but  we  contend  that  it 
was  against  the  true  interests  of  humanity  and 
justice  not  to  have  given  him  the  benefit  of  the 
distinction  between  the  attempt  and  completion  of 
the  crime. 

Take  the  crime  next  in  degree  of  heinousness  to 
The  law  distinguishes  between 


j  eligible,  still  being  continu^  ss  tenant.  With  respect  to 
the  people  who  have  been  dispossessed,  the  widow  of  the 
last  lessee  wiU  receive  from  Mr  C.  Coote  an  annuity  for  her 
life,  provided  no  outrage  of  any  kind  is  attempted,  and  each 
of  the  other  parties,  who  ceruinly  cannot  with  any  fairness 
be  considered  tenants  on  the  estate,  or  having  any  claim 
on  Mr  C.  Coote,  have  each  received  from  him  a  sum  of 
money  to  enable  them  to  obtain  residences  elsewhere.” 

Whatever  may  be  the  merits  of  this  particular 
case,  it  is  certain  that  the  present  horriole  suffer¬ 
ings  of  the  Irish  peasantry  from  want  and  disease 
have  not  suspended  the  clearing  system.  Mr 
Scrope,  in  his  speech  on  Wednesday,  remarked — 

It  had  been  stated  by  the  right  bon.  baronet  (Sir  R. 
Peel)  a  few  evening  ago,  that  he  looked  with  confidence  to 
the  aid  which  would  be  given  by  resident  landlords  to  the 
efforts  of  Government  to  mitigate  the  impending  evils.  No 
doubt  many  of  the  wealthy  landlords  of  Ireland  would  give 
much  vslusbie  aid  in  that  way ;  but  it  could  not  be  denied 
that  there  were  other  great  landlords  who  thought  nothing 
more  of  the  prevailing  distress  than  as  it  might  affect  the 
regular  transmission  of  their  rents.  How  could  they  pre¬ 
vent  this  culpable  neglect  of  what  ought  to  be  regarded  ae 
a  duty  incidental  to  property  !  And  how  could  such  land¬ 
lords  be  made  to  contribute  to  the  relief  of  the  destitute  ? 
He  saw  no  other  way  but  by  compulsory  means.  This  was 
done  in  England  ana  Scotland,  and  by,  in  fact,  all  parts  of 
Europe.  On  what  principle,  then,  should  Ireland  be  an 
exception  to  this  general  and  most  excellent  rule?  There 
was  another  point  on  which  he  would  say  a  few  words.  It 
appeared  from  several  accounts  which  had  reached  him, 
that  notwithstanding  famine  and  disease  were  impending 
in  Ireland,  the  system  of  *  clearance*  was  still  going  on. 
One  account  which  he  had  seen  he  would  read  to  the 
house : — *  The  shocking  **  clearance  system  ”  appears,  at  this 
awful  period,  to  be  carried  to  a  greater  extent  than  ever. 
On  the  one  hand  we  have  scarcity  and  pestilence,  on  the 
other  a  coercion  law;  and  still  the  depopulation  system  is 
at  work,  increasing  the  sources  of  crime  and  misery.*  The 
Ho»cttmmnm  Journal^  published  in  the  county  where  the 
coercion  act  has  been  demanded  by  the  local  magistracy,  | 
contains  the  following  harrowing  statement: — *  To  add  to 
the  misery  of  the  wretched  peasantry  of  this  unfortunate 
country,  day  after  day  we  hear  of  families,  ay,  hundreds  . 
of  wretches,  turned  out.  No  later  than  yesterday  (Friday) 
we  are  told  one  lady  dispossessed  not  fewer  than  447  < 


ifiurder _ rape.  The  law  distinguishes  between 

Attempt  and  completion,  though  there  can  hardly 
l>e  a  doubt  that  the  intent  is  the  same  in  the  one 
as  the  other  case. 

But  in  other  attacks  on  the  person  the  intent  is 
not  to  be  so  confidently  inferred.  A  man  may  fire 
a  pistol,  and  aim  a  knile  at  another,  without  the 
intent  to  kill,  though  with  the  intent  to  do  some 
serious  injury.  It  is  notorious  that  skilful  marks¬ 
men  in  duels  have  taken  their  aim  so  as  to  spare 
life,  but  to  inflict  a  painful  wound. 

What  we  contend  for,  then,  is,  that  where  there 
can  be  any  doubt  whether  the  highest  degree  of 
crime  was  intended,  or  whether  a  minor  one  was 
designed,  or  the  result  of  some  sudden  compunc¬ 
tion  or  fear  of  consequences,  the  offender  should 
have  the  benefit  of  the  more  favourable  presump- 
ti«in.  To  confound  degrees  of  guilt  is  the  most 
impolitic  error  of  the  law.  Every  halt  in  the  steps 
of  crime  ought  to  have  its  inducements.  The  worst 
policy,  the  worst  humaiiiiy,  is  to  make^  the  man 
who  has  not  yet  reached  the  highest  point  of  cri¬ 
minality  feel  that  his  punishment  will  be  the  same 
whether  he  proceeds  to  the  consummation  or  not, 
while  his  chances  of  escape  are  improved  by 
plunging  deeper  into  guilt. 

Is  the  lesson  a  prudent  one,  that  if  Secry  had 
killed  Sir  F.  Hopkins  in  that  scutlle  in  which  he 
was  ideutiliod,  he  would  iu  all  probability  have 
got  off  with  impunity  ?  The  example,  on  the  other 
hand,  of  his  conviction  for  au  assault  of  a  serious 
nature  would  have  been  the  salutary  one,  incul¬ 
cating  this  lesson,  ‘  stop  short  in  the  career  of 
crime ;  though  committed  to  guilt,  refrain  from 
extremities,  lor  all  its  degrees  have  their  measiires 
of  consequences,  and  every  forbearance  its  allow¬ 
ance  of  grace.’ 

More  and  more  repugnant  to  the  general  feel¬ 
ings  as  capital  pnuUbment  is  becoming,  it  is 
highly  desirable  that  it  should  be  strictly  limited 
to  cases  in  which  life  has  been  taken.  At  present 
there  is  a  shocking  caprice  in  the  administration, 
we  will  not  say  of  justice,  but  of  the  law.  Some- 
times  the  worst  murderers  arc  acquitted  by  juries, 
though  there  is  not  a  shadow  of  doubt  of  their 
guilt.  Often  just  convictions  are  set  aside  by  the 
extension  of  the  royal  mercy  without  any  ostensible 
orimaginablecause.  .And,  onthe  other  hand,  we  see 
such  a  case  as  that  of  Bryan  Seery,  very  doubtful 
to  say  the  least,  and  iu  which,  if  the  crime  was 
meditated,  it  was  happily  not  completed,  but  depu¬ 
tations  were  gut  up  to  exclude  any  chance,  small 
AS  it  was,  of  a  mitigation  of  the  severe  sentence, 
and  the  man  suffersd  protesting  his  innocence,  and 
the  great  majority  of  the  public  believe  in  it. 

The  indulgence  of  juries  and  the  clemency  of  the 
I’rown  seem  specially  reserved  for  the  very  worst 
cases  of  assassination,  such  as  the  treacherous 
murder  of  a  confiding  wife,  or  the  ripping  open  the 
bowels  of  a  benefactor  upon  the  exhaustion  of  his 
means  of  further  assistance.

Lord  St  (lerniaDS  has  recited  a  long  liat  of 
Crimea  to  prove  the  occaaioa  for  the  peudiug  Coer¬ 
cion  Act.

A  SAPIENT  JURY. 

At  the  Dorchester  assises  a  driver  was  indicted 
for  having  caused  the  death  of  a  woman  by  furious 
driving.  The  fact  that  the  carriage  was  upset  in 
consequence  of  the  man’s  galloping  his  horses 
down  hill  was  proved,  and  the  woman  died  of  the 
injuries  she  suffered  in  the  fall. 

**  Mr  Justioe  Rrle,  in  summing  up  the  case,  said,  if  the 
^ury  were  of  opinion  that  the  prisoner  had  voluntarily  and 
intentionally  driven  his  horse  at  such  a  rate  at  to  lose  ail 
control  over  the  animal,  and  that  the  deceased’s  death  was 
caused  by  this  act,  they  must  find  him  guilty  of  man* 
slaughter.  This  (was  the  law,  and  he  did  not  know  bow 
anybody  could  denv  that  it  was  a  very  salutary  law.  It 
could  not  be  said  that  persons  should  be  allowed  to  drive 
their  horses  so  fast  as  to  endanger  people's  lives,  and  that 
they  ought  to  do  this  with  impunity.  If  there  was  any  ob¬ 


jection  to  the  law,  it  was  that  it  did  not  say  that  men  should 
receive  punishment  for  reckless  driving,  although  no  injury 
might  arise  in  consequence  of  the  act.  If  the  jury  should 
come  to  the  conclusion  that  the  death  of  the  deceased  was 
caused  by  the  negligence  of  the  prisoner,  they  must  find  a 
verdict  of  guilty  ;  but  if,  on  the  contrary,  they  should  think 
the  accident  arose  from  unavoidable  circumstances,  they 
must  acquit  the  prisoner. 

**  The  jury  deliberated  for  a  few  moments,  and  on  turn¬ 
ing  round  to  deliver  their  verdict,  tlie  foreman  said  they 
found  the  prisoner  guilty  of  furious  driving,  but  they  did 
not  think  he  had  any  intention  of  injuring  the  deceased. 

**  The  learned  Judge  said  that  was  not  the  question.  The 
law  was,  that  if  one  party  caused  the  death  of  another  bjr 
negligence  or  carelessness,  that  party  was  responsible  for 
his  conduct,  although  he  might  not  have  had  any  intention 
of  committing  an  injury. 

**  The  jury  again  considered  for  a  moment,  and  returned 
a  verdict  of  Not  Guilty.'* 

In  effect  they  first  found  the  prisoner  guilty  and 
afterwards  not  guilty  of  the  same  act.  The  verdict 
delivered  sets  aside  the  law,  these  twelve  wise  men 
holding  that  the  intention  of  injury  should  be  con¬ 
sidered,  which  the  Judge  had  apprised  them  to  be 
Quite  foreign  to  the  ouestion  before  them.  Every 
aay  we  are  made  to  feel  more  and  more  the  want 
of  a  criminal  Court  of  Appeal,  to  reverse  such  pre¬ 
posterous  decisions.

RAILWAY  LEGISLATION. 

Mr  Morrison’s  committee  on  railways  may  do 
much  good,  but  it  may  also  easily  do  much  harm. 
Generally,  however,  this  kind  of  committee  does 
nothing  but  concoct  a  large  blue  book.  It  is  a 
pity  Mr  Morrison's  able  mind  has  not  had  more 
time  to  digest  his  views  on  railway  matters, 
for  as  yet  he  hardly  knows  what  he  wants.  He 
starts  with  two  propositions  wUch  it  is  not  easy 
to  reconcile.  He  says  that  low  fares  lead  to 
increased  traffic  and  profit,  and  then  proposes  to 
oheck  railway  speculation  by  enforcing  a  reduction 
of  fares.  These  are  startling  contradictions,  but, 
so  far  as  we  can  gather  from  his  pamphlet  and  his 
speech  on  Thursday  night,  he  desires  to  gain  his 
object  by  the  establishment  of  not  only  low  but 
uniform  fares.  Now,  were  this  to  be  attempted, 
it  is  clear  that  those  lines  only  which  run 
through  or  connect  rich  and  populous  districts 
could  be  profitably  maintainea  The  low  fares 
which  would  amply  pay  between  London  and  Bir- 
miugham,  or  Liverpool  and  Manchester,  would  be 
ruinous  in  almost  all  other  localities.  And  yet,  if 
we  understand  .Mr  Morrison  aright,  he  would 
iuflict  on  them  all,  for  their  benefit,  one  uniform 
tariff.  The  necessary  consequence  would  be  that 


for  even  first  class  passengers,  exceeding  sixty-six 
pounds,  we  shall  probably  not  find  them  cheaper ; 
and  certainly  not,  if  we  admit,  as  an  element  of 
price,  the  speed  and  frequency  of  trains. 

There  is  something  painfully  tempting  in  Mr 
Morrison's  vision  of  paying  off  the  National  Debt 
by  me.tns  of  our  railways  before  the  end  of  the  cen¬ 
tury.  It  is  enough  to  make  the  mouths  water  of  all 
our  rather  remote  embryo  posterity.  But  let  not 
our  little  futures  quarrel  with  their  forefathers' 
negligence.  It  is  not  improbable  that,  before  1900 
arrives,  other  methods  of  locomotion  may  do  for 
railroads  what  they  are  now  doing  for  high  roads 
and  canals 


THE  LITERARY  EXAMINER 


A  History  of  Greece.  By  George  Grote,  Esq. 

Vols.  I  and  II.  Murray. 

This  book  has  been  some  time  expected  by 
scholars,  with  an  interest  sharpened  by  Mr  Grote^s 
occasional  contributioiis  to  the  classical  and  other 
reviews,  on  points  connected  with  the  subject  of 
his  inquiry.  The  volumes  now  put  forth  are  au 
instalment  of  apparently  about  a  fourth  *of  the 
entire  work.  They  comprise  the  legendary  and 
heroic  ages  of  Greece,  and  the  history  of  Sparta 
and  the  Peloponnesian  Dorians  down  to  the  times 
of  Pisistratus  and  Croesus. 

If  there  existed  any  doubt  of  Mr  Grote’s  qualifioa- 
tiona  for  this  weighty  undertaking,  it  was  whether 
be  would  bring  to  it  the  amount  of  imaginative 
feeling  necessary  to  sustain  and  inform  his  scholar¬ 
ship.  We  confess  that  these  volumes  are  a  sur- 
prise  to  us  in  that  respect.  The  acute  intelligence, 
the  disciplined  faculty  of  intellect,  and  the  excellent 
erudition,  every  one  would  look  for  from  Mr 
Grote :  but  they  will  here  also  find  the  element 
which  harmonizes  these,  and  without  which,  on  such 
a  theme,  an  orderly  and  solid  work  could  not  have 
been  written.  Poetry  and  philosophy  attend  the 
historian  on  either  hand,  and  do  not  impede  or 
misguide  his  steps. 

There  was  no  later  period  in  the  mrand  career 
of  the  Greeks,  from  the  repulse  of  Xerxes  to  the 
end  of  the  generation  of  Alexander,  in  which  the 
legendary  and  heroic  ages  did  not  exert  more  or 
less  an  actual,  practical,  living  influence.  Hercules 
and  Theseus  were  io  the  ranks  against  the  Medea 
at  Marathon,  and  against  the  Persians  in  the  pass 
of  TliermopvlaB.  The  imaginative  and  imperisha¬ 
ble  associations  of  the  past  were  to  every  Oree^ 


And  if  we  must  tax  ourselves  for  the 
benefit  of  the  good  people  of  1900,  we  may  just  as 
easily  set  apart  an  accumulating  fund  from  the  ra¬ 
pidly  increasing  tax  of  five  per  cent,  on  the  gross 
receipts  of  railways,  as  levy  the  same  tax  in  another 
form  by  the  substitution  of  leases  for  perpetual  con¬ 
cessions.  As  it  now  is,  advantage  to  the  lull  amount 
of  that  tax  accrues  to  the  Exchequer  of  the  present 
generation,  who  are  straining  their  nerves  and 
their  pockets  for  the  construction  of  stupendous 
railway  works,  which  their  descendants  may  very 
well  be  content  to  receive  as  a  glorious  legacy, 
without  the  contingent  reversion  of  some  addi¬ 
tional  twenty  or  thirty  millions  a  year. 

It  is  very  easy  to  say  that  this  method  of  leasing 
is  successful  in  France.  But  has  it  succeeded! 
How  very  few  miles  of  railway  has  France  com¬ 
pleted  under  it  in  comparison  with  other  coun¬ 
tries  inferior  to  her  in  size,  wealth,  and  population. 
What  security  is  there  that  the  actual  French  rail¬ 
roads  which  Mr  Morrison  and  other  English  capi¬ 
talists  patronized  during  last  year's  mania  of  spe¬ 
culation  will,  under  their  present  conditions,  pay 
and  redeem  themselves  before  their  short  leases 
expire  ?  And  what  expectation  is  there  that  the 
endless  other  French  lines,  for  the  want  of  which 
France  sufllsrs,  will  be  taken  off  by  outbidding 
capitalists  as  greedily  as  tbeir  predecessors  !  And 
if  these  questions  can  be  answered  satisfactorily, 
it  is  well,  nevertheless,  to  keep  a  good  portion  of 


our  own  capital  profitably  employed  at  home ;  for 
while  solid  railway  enterprise  has  joined  and  ex¬ 
cited  the  industries  of  our  various  maoufhctuiing, 
commercial,  and  agricultural  districts,  the  stimulus 
of  its  great  prosperity  has  run  an  iron  link  of 
electric  end  steam  commnnication  along  our  south¬ 
ern  coeets,  which  in  timet  of  danger  may  be  of 
inestimable  value.  But  would  the  several  Compa- 
niet  have  thus  admirably  girdled  our  island  bad 
they  been  trammelled  by  short  leases,  or  told  that 
for  their  reward  ether  Companies  should  be  planted 
amongst  ^am  to  force  on  ruinous  competition. 

Tbee^  ere  the  points  for  consideration. 

The  danger  of  too  rapid  or  too  slo  w  an  application 
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tion  for  Sir  James’s  memory.  He  tras  a  man  of 
^eat  talents  and  virtue  ;  he  had  all  the  resources 
of  a  various  and  extensive  knowledge  of  literature 
perfectly  at  his  command ;  his  style  was  polished 
and  sometimes  highly  ornate,  yet  had  a  frank 

and  graceful  effect ;  he  was  a  conversationalist  of  the 

tirst  rank,  and  did  great  service  to  the  young  and 
accomplished  men  around  him;  he  was  an  orator 
of  no  mean  power,  an  acute  critic,  an  inquisitirs 
metaphysician,  and  a  valuable  labourer  at  all  times 
in  behalf  of  law  reform  and  a  wide  diffusion  of  the 
philosophy  of  toleration.  We  regret  very  much 
that  the  whole  of  his  judicial  charges  delivered  in 


naiion  eeneraiiy.  At  a  time  when  all  the  countries  around 
were  plunged  comparatively  in  mental  torpor,  there  was  no 
motive  suflicieiiily  present  and  powerful  to  multiply  so 
wonderfully  the  productive  minds  of  Greece,  except  such 
as  arose  from  the  rewards  of  public  speaking.  The  suscep¬ 
tibility  of  the  multitude  to  this  sort  of  guidance,  their  habit 
of  requiring  and  enjoying  the  stimulus  which  it  supplied, 
and  the  open  discussion,  combining  regular  forms  with  free 
opposition,  of  practical  matters  political  as  well  as  judicial, 
are  the  creative  causes  which  formed  such  conspicuous 
adepts  in  the  art  of  persuasion.  Nor  was  it  only  professed 
orators  who  were  thus  produced :  didactic  aptitude  was 
i  formed  in  the  background,  and  the  speculative  tendencies 
I  were  supplied  with  interesting  phenomena  for  observation 
and  combination,  at  a  time  when  the  truths  of  physical 
science  were  almost  inaccessible.  If  the  primary  effect  was 
to  quicken  the  powers  of  expression,  the  secondary,  but 
not  leu  certain  resalt,'was  to  develop  the  habits  of  acieno 
tific  thought.  Not  only  the  oratory  of  Demosthenes  and 
Perikles,  and  the  colloquial  magic  of  Socrates,  but  also  the 

ftbilosophical  tpeculations  of  Plato,  and  the  systematic  po- 
itics,  rnetoric  and  logic  of  Aristotle,  are  traceable  to  the 
same  general  tendencies  in  the  minds  of  the  Grecian 
people :  and  we  And  the  germ  of  these  expansive  forces  in 
the  senate  and  agora  of  their  legendary  government.  The 
poets,  first  epic  and  then  lyric,  were  the  precursors  of  the 
orators  in  their  power  of  moving  the  feelings  of  an  auem* 
bled  crowd  :  whilst  the  Homeric  poems— the  general  train¬ 
ing-book  of  educated  Greeks— constituted  a  treasury  of 
direct  and  animated  expression,  full  of  concrete  forms  and 
rare  in  the  use  of  abstractions,  and  thence  better  suited  to 
the  workings  of  oratory.” 

Again  :  in  speaking  of  the  manner  in  which  the 
legendary  myths  of  Greece  affected  the  tragedians, 
and  were  in  turn  modified  by  the  existing  influences 
of  their  time. 

**  The  effect  of  Athenian  political  discussion  and  demo- 
cratical  feeling  is  visible  in  both  these  dramatists :  the  idea 
of  rights  and  legitimate  privileges  as  opposed  to  usurping 
force,  is  applied  by  Alschylus  even  to  the  society  of  ths 
gods  ;*the  Eumcnides  accuse  Apollo  of  having,  with  the 
insolence  of  youthful  ambition,  ‘  ridden  down  '  their  old 
prerogatives,  while  the  Titan  Prometheus,  the  champion  of 
suffering  humanity  against  the  unfriendly  disposition  of 
Zeus,  ventures  to  depict  the  latter  as  a  recent  usurper 
reigning  only  by  hit  superior  strength,  exalted  by  one  suc¬ 
cessful  revolution,  and  oestined  at  some  future  time  to  be 
overthrown  by  another, — a  fate  which  cannot  be  averted 
except  through  warnings  communicable  only  by  Prometheus 
himself.  It  is  commonly  understood  that  Altchylus  disap* 

firoved  of  the  march  of  democracy  at  Athens  during  his 
ater  years,  and  that  the  Eumeiiides  is  intended  as  an  indi¬ 
rect  manifestation  in  favour  of  the  senate  of  Areiopagus: 
without  inquiring  at  present  whether  such  a  special  purpose 
can  be  distinctly  made  out,  we  may  plainly  see  that  the 
poet  introduces,  into  the  relations  of  the  gods  with  each 
otlier,  a  feeling  of  political  Justice,  arising  out  of  the  times 
in  which  he  lived  and  the  debates  of  which  he  was  a 
witness.” 

The  reader  will  perceive,  in  even  these  slight 
extracts,  that  the  practical  tone  and  character  of 
Mr  Grote’s  Hiatory  in  no  respect  suffers  by  what 
we  may  term  its  imaginative  treatment  in  the 
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of  humanity  ;  instead  of  a  sun  inch  as  we  now  see,  subject 
to  astronomical  laws,  and  forming  the  centre  of  a  system 
the  changes  of  wliirh  we  can  asccriain  and  foreknow,  he  saw 
the  great  god  Helios,  mounting  his  chariot  in  the  morning 
in  the  east,  reaching  at  midday  the  height  of  the  solid 
heaven,  and  arriving  in  the  evening  at  the  western  horizon, 
with  horses  fatigped  and  desirous  of  repose.  Helios  bad 
lavouriie  spots  wherein  his  beauiifut  cattle  grazed,  he  took 
pleasure  in  conieuiplating  them  during  the  course  of  his 
journey,  and  was  sorely  displeased  if  any  man  slew  or 
injured  them  :  he  hsd  moreover  sons  and  daughters  on 
earth,  and  as  his  all-seeing  eye  penetrated  everywhere,  he 
was  sometimes  in  a  situation  to  reveal  secrets  even  to  the 
gods  themselves,  while  on  other  occasions  he  was  con¬ 
strained  to  turn  aside  in  order  to  avoid  contemplating 
scenes  of  abomination.  To  us  these  now  appear  puerile, 
though  pleasing  fancies,  but  to  an  Homeric  Greek  they 
seemed  perfectly  natural  and  plausible.  In  his  view,  the 
description  of  the  sun,  as  given  in  a  modern  astronomical 
treatise,  would  have  appeared  not  merely  absurd,  but  re¬ 
pulsive  and  impious:  even  in  later  tiroes,  when  the  posi¬ 
tive  spirit  of  inquiry  had  made  censidcrable  progress, 
Anazsgoras  and  other  astronomers  incurred  the  charge  of 
blasphemy  for  dispersonifying  Helios,  and  trying  to  assign 
invariable  laws  to  the  solar  phenomena.  Personifying 
fiction  was  in  this  way  blended  by  the  Homeric  Greeks 
with  their  conception  of  the  physical  phenomena  before 
them,  not  simply  in  the  way  of  poetical  ornament,  but  as  a 
genuine  portion  of  their  every-day  belief.” 

The  historian  aims,  therefore,  in  this  legendary 
introduction  to  the  historical  times  of  the  Greeks, 
to  treat  the  legends,  as  far  aa  may  be,  in  the  light 
of  genuine  history.  They  had  become  so.  Gods, 
lieroes,  and  men  ;  religion  and  patriotism;  mat¬ 
ters  divine,  heroic,  and  human ;  **  were  all  woven 
together  by  the  Greeks  into  one  indivisible  web, 
in  which  the  threads  of  truth  and  reality,  whatever 
they  might  originally  have  been,  were  neither  in¬ 
tended  to  be,  nor  were  actually,  distinguishable.” 
Mr  ( I  rote  is  careful,  at  the  same  time,  to  keep  his 
mythical^'and  historical  worlds  distinct ;  questioning 
in  lio  respect  the  living  truth  of  either,  but,  with 
the  Germans,  ranking  the  one  as  subjective,  and  the 
other  as  objective,  history.  With  those  great  scho¬ 
lars  he  is  seldom  at  issue,  fraukly  acknowledging 


sure  which  it  imparts,  can  only  be  felt  by  a  calm  reason,  u 
exercised  taste,  and  a  mind  iiee  from  turbulent  pzssioni. 
But  these  beauties  of  execution  can  exist  only  in  combini- 
tion  with  much  of  the  primary  beauties  of  thought  and 
feeling  ;  and  poets  of  the  first  rank  depend  on  them  for  no 
small  part  of  the  perpetuity  of  their  fame.  In  poetw, 
though  not  in  eloquence,  it  is  less  to  rouse  the  passioniof 
a  moment,  than  to  satisfy  the  taste  of  all  ages.” 

The  second  extract  also  shows  us  the  refined 
texture  of  his  mind,  and  the  delicate  philosophy 
with  which  he  inwove  bis  criticism. 

”  In  the  natural  progress  of  society,  the  songs  which  are 
the  effusion  of  the  feelings  of  a  rude  tribe,  are  graduallj 
polished  into  a  form  of  poetry  still  retaining  the  marks  of 
the  national  opinions,  sentiments,  and  manners,  from  which 
it  originally  sprung.  The  plants  are  improved  by  culiivs- 


tion  ;  but  they  are  still  the  native  produce  of  the  aeil.  Tha 
only  perfect  example  which  we  know,  of  thbaort,  is  Oracea 
Knowledge  and  uaeful  art,  and  perbapa  in  a  great  metsuri 
religion,  the  Greeka  received  from  thq  East :  but  u  they 
atudied  no  foreign  language,  it  was  impossible  that  aay 
foreign  literature  should  influence  the  progress  of  ibdn. 
Not  even  the  name  of  a  Persian,  Assyrian,  Phenician,  or 
Egyptian  poet  is  alluded  to  by  any  Greek  writer :  the  Greek 
poetry  was,  therefore,  wholly  national.  The  Pelasgic  bil- 
lads  were  insensibly  formed  into  Epic,  and  Tragic,  and 
Lyric  poems :  but  the  heroes,  the  opinions,  and  the  cus¬ 
toms,  continued  as  exclusively  Grecian,  as  they  had  been 
when  the  Hellenic  minstrels  knew  little  beyond  the  Adriatic 
and  the  iEgean.  The  literature  of  Rome  waa  a  copy  from 
that  of  Greece.  When  the  classical  studies  revived  a»id 
the  chivalrous  manners  and  feudal  institutions  of  Gothic 
Europe,  the  imitation  of  ancient  poets  struggled  against  the 
power  of  modern  sentiments,  with  various  event,  ia  dif¬ 
ferent  times  and  countries,— but  everywhere  in  such  a  man¬ 
ner,  as  to  give  somewhat  of  an  artificial  and  exotic  ebaraewr 
to  poetry.  Jupiter  and  the  Muses  appeared  in  the  poeou 
of  Christian  nations.  The  feelings  and  principles  of  dcaw- 
cracies  were  copied  by  the  gentlemen  of  Teutonic  mooir- 
•hies  or  aristocracies.  The  sentiments  of  the  poet  in  hii 
verse,  were  not  those  which  actuated  him  in  his  coodset. 
The  forma  and  rules  of  composition  were  borrowed  frsm 
antiquity,  instead  of  spontaneously  arising  from  thcmaaixe 
of  thinking  of  modern  communities.  In  Italy,  when  letters 
first  revived,  the  chivalrous  principle  was  loo  near  ih« 

Iieriod  of  its  full  vigour,  to  be  oppressed  by  this  foreifs 
earning.  Ancient  ornaments  were  borrowed ;  but  the  ro¬ 
mantic  form  was  prevalent:  and  where  the  forms  were 
classical,  the  spirit  continued  to  b*  romantic.  The 
ture  of  Tasso's  poem  was  that  *of  the  Grecian  epic;  W 
his  heroes  were  Christian  knights.  French  poetry 
been  somewhat  unaccountably  late  In  its  rise,  and  slow  la 
its  progress,  reached  its  most  brilliant  period,  when  w 
Europe  had  considerably  lost  its  ancient  ebaracteruoe 
principles,  and  was  fully  imbued  with  dassical  ideas.  HewW

poioU  we  have  chiefly  referred  to.  Could  we  treat 
with  the  attention  it  merits,  the  chapter  on  the 
laws  and  discipline  of  Lycurgus,  this  would  more 
strikingly  appear. 

With  that  conquest  and  predominance  of  the 
Dorians,  and  the  consequent  lead  of  Sparta  in  the 
Peloponnesian  States,  closes  this  portion  of  Mr 
Grote’s  labours.  Tbecoutemporaueous  history  of 
Greece  down  to  the  time  of  I’isistratus,  will,  we 
presume,  open  the  third  volume.  For  this,  and  at 
least  two  of  its  successors,  Mr  Grote  intimates 
that  he  has  already  made  large  preparations ;  and 
he  promises  au  early  publication  of  them.  Then, 
if  not  before,  we  shall  resume  the  consideration  of 
this  work  in  greater  detail.

offormertimes,— I  am  disposed  to  regard  her  having  re¬ 
course  to  it  as  one  of  the  most  sagacious  experiments,- one 
ofthe  greatest  discoveries  of  political  genius,— one  of  the 
most  striking  anticipations  of  future  experience,  that  we 
find  in  history.” 

Our  last  extract  shall  be  from  the  Address  to 
the  Bombay  Literary  Society.  It  is  a  character 
of  Sir  Wiliiam  Jones,  very  elaborate  and  beau- 
tjfu’. 

**  He  was  among  the  distinguished  persons  who  adorned 
one  of  the  brightest  periods  of  English  literature.  It  was, 
no  mean  distinction  to  be^conspicuoiis  in  the  age  of  Burke 
and  Johnson,  ofHume.ami  Smith,  of  Gray  and  Goldsmith, 
of  Gibbon  and  Robertson,  of  Reynolds  and  Garrick.  It 
was  the  fortune  of  Sir  William  Jones  to  have  been  the 
friend  of  the  greater  part  of  these  illustrious  men.  Without 
him,  the  age  in  which  he  lived  would  have  been  inferior  to 
put  limes  in  one  kind  of  literary  glory :  he  surpassed  all 
his  contemporaries,  and  perhaps  even  the  most  laborious 
•rholars  of  the  two  former  centuries,  in  extent  and  variety 
of  attainment.  His  facility  in  acquiring  was  almost  prodi¬ 
gious;  and  he  po'*sessed  that  faculty  of  arranging  and  com¬ 
municating  his  knowledge  which  these  laborious  scholars 
very  generally  wanted.  Erudition,  which  in  them  was 
often  diaorderly  and  rugged,  and  had  something  of  an  illi- 
hfral  and  almost  barbarous  air,  was  by  him  pre.-ented  to  the 
World  with  all  the  elegance  and  amenity  of  polite  literature. 
Tliough  he  seldom  directed  his  mind  to  those  subjects  the 
successful  investigation  of  which  confers  the  name  of  a 
‘pliilo*opher,’  yet  he  pos.vessed  in  a  very  eminent  degree 
that  habit  of  disposing  his  knowledge  in  regular  and  analy¬ 
tical  order,  wliicli  is  one  of  the  properties  of  a  philosophical 
Understanding.  His  talents  as  an  elegant  writer  in  verse 
»ere  among  his  instruments  for  attaining  knowledge,  and  a 
new  example  of  the  variety  of  his  accomplishments.  In  his

LYCEUM. 

The  modern  8ch«Diu^‘ Minor  dramatic  writing 
has  long  been  a  mere  manufacture.  A  manager 
having  a  certain  amount  of  raw  (sometimes  very 
raw)  material  in  the  shape  of  a  company  of  actors, 
desires  to  throw  them  into  profitable  combina¬ 
tion,  and  hires  an  author.  The  dramaturge  takes 
measure  of  the  company,  and  makes  a  piece  to  fit. 
A  house  fortunate  in  possessing  a  heroine  of  do¬ 
mestic  tragedy  straightway  produces  a  series  of 
heart-rending  dramas  for  the  display  of  her 
skill  in  forsaken  frailty  or  injured  innocence. 
Elsewhere  may  he  a  popular  French  lady  in 
I  the  same  line,  and  as  surely  all  the  plots  hatched 
in  that  theatre  must  be  so  contrived  that  the 
heroine  may  speak  broken  English.  In  like 
manner,  when  Mr  Batty  imports  an  elephant  or 
Mrs  Keeley  engages  a  dwarf,  each  is  promptly 
fitted  with  a  part  suitable  to  the  scope  of  his  genius. 

The  last  dramatic  outfit  on  this  plan  was  sup¬ 
plied  to  the  managers  of  the  Lyceum  on  Monday 
last,  for  the  little  American  dwarf,  “  General  Tom 
Thumb.*’  This  human  fragment  having  been 
“  secured,”  Mr  Albert  Smith  was  selected  to  take 
his  measure  for  a  part,  and  Hop  o’  my  Thumbs 
— whose  adventures  with  the  Ogre  of  the  Seven- 
League  Boots  are  among  the  most  popular  of 
juvenile  legends — was  selected,  'fo  speak  of  the 
merits  of  a  piece  written  “  upon  compulsion  ” 
of  making  the  smallest  actor  ever  seen  on  the 
stage  the  great  feature  of  the  play — would  perhaps 
hardly  be  fair.  All  we  could  say  would  tend  to 
show  that  the  forced  jokes  and  confused  story  bore 
the  marks  of  the  origin  of  the  production,  and 
that  it  belongs  to  a  class  which  assuredly  does  not 
elevate  the  drama  in  public  estimation. 

As  regards  the  little  hero,  he  did  remarkably 
well,  and  will,  with  practice,  and  when  he  can  walk 
upon  his  legs,  make  an  actor.  He  possesses 
one  important  requisite  for  the  stage— confidence  ; 
a  qualification  which  a  young  gentleman  who 
boasts  of  having  kissed  some  hundreds  of  thou¬ 
sands  of  his  lady-visitors  could  not  possibly  be 
without.  He  sung,  danced,  and  toddled  about  the 
stage,  as  if  he  bad  been  a  performer  of  long,  in¬ 
stead  of  such  remarkably  short,  standing.  The 
smallness  of  his  stature  appears  more  absurd  on 
the  stage  than  in  the  exhibition  room,  and  we 
would  advise  all  who  wish  to  see  him  to  advan- 
tage — or  perhaps  at  all — to  go  provided  with  strong 
opera  glasses. 

We  have  mentioned  Mr  Batty’s  Elephant.  He  is 
announced  to  dance  on  the  tight  rope.  There  are 
no  limits  to  the  wonderful,  and  you  go  to  Astley’s 
expecting  to  see  this.  But  you  observe,  instead  of 
a  tight  rope,  a  platform  several  feet  broad,  painted 
to  resemble  a  rope.  And  you  see  the  audience, 
not  applauding  certainly,  but  meekly  tolerating 
the  flagrant  imposition !

Whether  from  any  superiority  in  the  conducting,  or 
from  a  higher  degree  of  coiifldcfice  in  the  new  conductor, 
we  will  not  venture  to  pronounce ;  but  we  most  unhesi¬ 
tatingly  say  that  the  Philliurmonic  band  never  displayed 
Its  great  powers  more  conspicuously  than  at  this,  the  first 
concert  of  the  season.  It  not  only  exhibited  its  wonted 
force  and  accuracy,  but  a  delicacy  of  taste,  and  strict 
attention  to  the  ehiaroscurot  the  light  and  shade,  of  music, 
on  which  effect  so  much  depends,  though  not  always  so 
remarkable  in  this  orchestra  as  its  other  qualities. 

An  audience  like  the  present,  consisting  almost  wholly 
of  real  connoisseurs,  dilettanti  as  well  as  professors,  suf¬ 
fers  no  beauty,  no  blemish,  however  slight  and  eva¬ 
nescent,  to  pass  unnoticed  ;  traits  imperceptible  to  the 
generality  are  immediately  discerned ;  and  the  counte¬ 
nances  no  less  than  the  hands  of  the  company  showed 
how  sensibly  every  nicety  in  this  admirable  instrumental 
performance  was  felt.  There  is  now  no  leader  of  the 
I  band;  the  principal  violin  is  only  the  chief  of  his  tribe, 

I  as  the  first  violoncello,  &c.,  is  the  chief  of  his.  The  con» 
duclor  is  autocratic;  and  this  is  just  as  it  should  be.  A 
joint  kingship  would  be  more  practicable  and  reasunable 
in  a  state  than  in  an  orchestra.  In  the  one  an  error 
may  be  corrected,  in  the  other  the  wrong  arising  from 
difference  of  opinion  is  irremediable.  Mr  Costa,  now 
the  sole  conductor,  is  a  perfect  despot  in  his  wav ;  and  ns 
his  judgment  is  founded  on  true  principles  and  exercised 
with  discretion,  his  despotism  is  most  benefici.’il,  and  wil- 
lingly  endured.  His  reception  was  highly  flattering  to 
him,  as  an  acknowledgment  of  the  fame  he  has  so  well 
earned  at  the  Italian  Opera.  The  applause — of  the 
warmest  kind — bestowed  on  him  at  the  end  of  the  con- 
rert,  is  to  considered  as  a  tribute  due  to  his  merit  ns  now 
evinced ;  and  certainly  never  were  plaudits  more  justly 
and  sincerely  bestowed. 

It  would  be  a  waste  of  time  and  ink  to  dilate,  at  the 
present  day,  on  the  beauties  of  the  symphonies  and  over¬ 
tures  given  at  the  present  concert:  they  are  known,  al¬ 
most  by  heart,  by  every  amateur ;  but  heard  once,  or 
perhaps  twice,  in  a  season,  produce  nothing  even  border¬ 
ing  on  satiety,  and  are  joyfully  received. 

M.  Sainton's  performance  of  Spohr’s  very  elegant  con¬ 
certo  was  of  the  purest  and  most  masterly  kind.  All  was 
in  the  chastest  style,  without  even  the  shadow  of  those 
tricks  which  have  had  their  disgraceful  day,  and  now,  we 
hope,  are  banished,  at  least  from  these  concerts,  which 
ought  never  to  have  tolerated  them. 

Of  the  vocal  part  we  will  only  mention  the  charming 
duet  of  Rossini,  most  delightfully  sung  by  the  Misses 
Williams,  whose  correctness  and  excellent,  hut  unpre¬ 
tending  manner,  give  an  effect  to  whatever  they  perform 
together,  that  is  rarely  equalled  by  artists  of  much  greater 
name  and  celebrity. 

The  room  was  full,  for  the  subscription  exceeds  by  far 
that  of  late  years  ;  and  the  concert  was  of  a  most  rea¬ 
sonable  length.  We,  and  we  believe  nearly  all  the  com¬ 
pany,  left  the  room  without  any  feeling  of  that  fatigue 
which  is  the  sure  result  of  an  over-charged  programme. 


FOREIGN  NEWS. 


FRAN'CK. 

The  ArPROAcifiNn  Dismolution  of  the  Cham¬ 
bers. — The  session  of  the  Chambers  will  have  finished 
in  May,  and  shortly  afterwards  the  ordinance  for  the 
dissolution  will  be  issued.  The  present  intention  is,  that 
the  general  election  shall  take  place  in  July.  Ministers 
reckon  with  certainty  on  a  large  majority  in  the  new 
Chamber,  but  that  belief  is  not  universal.  The  issue  of 
the  forthcoming  general  elections  of  officers  for 'the 
National  Guard,  fixed  for  the  22nd  and  23rd  instant, 
is  also  looked  to  by  Ministers  with  complacency. 

Government  Functionaries  in  the  Chamber  of 
Deputies. — The  discussion  on  M.  de  lUmnisat's  propo¬ 
sition  for  excluding  Government  functionaries  from  the 
Chamber  of  Deputies  was  brought  to  a  close  on  Wednes¬ 
day  in  a  very  full  house.  On  a  division,  the  numbers 
were — for  the  motion,  184;  against  it,  232:  majority 
for  Ministers,  48. 

The  Great  Northern  Railroad _ The  ’Journal 

des  Debats’  mentions  that  the  portions  of  the  Great  Nor¬ 
thern  Railroad  which  will  be  opened  to  the  public  in  the 
course  of  next  month  are  those  comprised  between  Paris 
and  Amiens,  and  between  Valenciennes,  Lille,  and  Arras. 
That  comprised  between  Amiens  and  Arras  will  be  opened 
in  June,  when  the  line  will  be  complete. 

Counter-Proclamation  by  Abd-el-Kader. — The 
’  Akhbar’  publishes  the  following  proclamation  addressed 
by  Abd-el-Kader  to  the  Arabs  ”0h!  ye  Mussulmans! 
Shake  ofT  from  your  eyes  the  blindness  into  which  you 
have  been  plunged  by  your  commerce  with  the  infidels  I 
Recognise  their  perfidy,  of  which  you  can  judge  by  the 
following  facts:— When  the  French  wished  to  seduce 
you  to  submit  to  them,  they  said — Become  subject  unto 
us  and  we  will  guarantee  to  you  your  religion,  your  pro¬ 
perty,  your  women,  and  your  children.  We  will  leave 
you  under  the  rule  of  your  own  chiefs.  We  will  not 
interfere  with  your  customs,  and  we  will  respect  your 
laws.  We  will  only  watch  that  you  may  be  justly 
governed,  and  that  you  do  not  become  the  victims  of  the 
exactions  which  weighed  so  heavily  upon  you  when  you 
were  under  your  Sultan  Abd^-.Kader.  You  believed 
their  lying  words,  and  subroitliid  to  the  Christian.  As 
soon  as  the  impious  man  betttred  he  had  strength 
enough,  and  1  had  for  a  moment  disappeared  ftom  among 
you,  be  hastened  to  violate  all  his  promises.

lolutioni  would  afford  the  Treasury  an  opportunity  of  issu¬ 
ing  orders  which  would  have  a  most  favourable  effect  on 
the  trade  and  commerce  of  Ireland,  and  on  the  means  of 
giving  employment  to  the  poor  of  that  country.

He 
then  briefly  mentioned  the  leading  objects  which  he  had 
intended  to  dwell  upon.  The  experience  of  the  last  few 
years  had  prored  that  the  railroads  had  caused  a  derelop- 
ment  of  traffic  beyond  all  calculation ;  that  cheap  fares 
were  the  most  profitable  for  the  railway  companies,  and 
that  low  fares  produced  such  ample  diridends  that  the  com¬ 
panies  were  not  injured  but  benefited  by  them.  He  had, 
therefore,  intended  to  propose  that  the  committee  should  be 
directed  to  inquire  whether  the  rate  of  fares  ought  not  to 
undergo  rerisfou  every  twenty. years.  He  also  had  intended

It 
was  a  mistake  to  suppose  that  the  law  at  present  enforced 
no  relief  for  the  poor  in  Ireland.  It  was  considered,  how¬ 
ever,  that  the  existing  law  was  unequal  to  the  present 
emergency,  and  hence  the  measure  hefisre  the  ho«we  bad 
been  introduced  by  government.  He  then  recapitulated 
the  different  provisionsof  the  bill.  A  legislative  restraint  uixm 
the  exportation  of  Irish  grain  had  been  recommended. 
Such  a  proposal,  however,  could  not  be  adopted,  without 
increasing  rather  than  diminishing  the  distress  sought  to 
be  relieved.  Parliament  had  already  voted  nearly  lulf  a 
million  sterling,  to  promote  employment  in  Ireland.  Ne¬ 
vertheless,  government  were  disposed  to  listen  to  any  pro¬ 
position  which  might  be  offered  respecting  the  recovery  of 
waste  lands  or  any  similar  project.  It  had  been,  however,  i

Mr  HUME  defended  Mr  Morrison  from  the  charge  ef 
having  mooted  the  question  unnecessarily.  Hewugisd 
that  government  had  assented  to  this  committee,  for  he  wti 
certain  that  much  valuable  information  would  be  derived 
from  its  inquiries. 

Mr  P.  M.  STEWART  wished  that  the  govemasenl  had 
proposed  this  committee  instead  of  Mr  Morrison.  Iteaght 
to  have  the  impress  of  government  upon  it,  and  notiehs 
left  in  the  vague  and  indefinite  condition  in  which  Mr  Mor* 
riaon  had  placed  it.  If  great  care  were  not  taken  io  i<i 
appointment  it  would  be  productive  of  more  harm  that 
good.  He  then  commented  upon  the  different  statencou 
in  Mr  Morrison's  pamphlet,  and  contended  that  the  Engli^ 
system  of  railroads  was  infinitely  preferable  to  the  French. 
He  trusted  that  if  this  committee  should  hereafter  propew 
some  measure  of  legislation,  that  legislation  would  be  fisai; 
for  nothing  was  more  dangerous  to  the  employmeat  of  ca* 
pital  than  the  perpetual  intermeddling  witn  it  by  goven* 
ment.  Merchants  as  well  as  monarebs  were  perplexed 
fears  of  change. 

After  a  discussion,  in  which  Lord  WORSLEY  and  Siru 
GREY  joined. 

Sir  R.  PEEL  inferred,  that  the  course  which  Mr  Mw* 


advocated  by  Mr  Morrison  was  to  place  that  capital  under 
the  restriction  of  government.  He  called  upon  the  house 
to  look  at  the  results  of  the  two  principles  as  exemplified 
in  practice  in  England  and  France  respectively.  We  had 
constructed  3,051  miles  of  railroads,  and  France  had  not 
constructed  more  than  376.  He  had  no  intention  of  op¬ 
posing  the  proposed  committee,  but  he  believed  that  the 
principles  on  which  Mr  Morrison  proposed  it  were  unsound 
and  pernicious. 

Mr  PARKER,  after  alluding  to  a  motion  which  he  had  on 
the  psper  for  the  appointment  of  a  select  committee  to 
”  consider  whether  precautions  could  not  be  devised,  by 
which  the  eflTects  of  the  railway  legislation  now  pending  on 
the  labour  and  money  markets  of  the  country  may  be  pro¬ 
vided  against,”  begged  leave  to  ask  the  government,  which 
was  responsible  for  the  monetary  system  of  the  country, 
whether  it  was  prepared,  with  the  large  expenditure  now 
proceeding  upon  railroads,  to  sanction  this  year  a  still  larger 
expenditure  on  the  same  objects,  and  so  to  mortgage  all  the 
inaustrious  resources  of  the  empire.  He  showed  that  such 
a  pressure  on  those  resources  would  greatly  raise  the  value 
of  money,  and  would  occasion  much  distress  to  the  agricul- . 
tural,  the  manufacturing,  and  the  commercial  classes.  He 
took  a  review  of  the  number  of  the  railway  bills  presented 
at  tha  commencement  of  this  session,  and  concluded  there¬ 
from  that  It  would  have  been  useful  had  the  house  selected 
a  certain  number  of  them  for  consideration  this  session,  and 
reserved  the  remainder  of  them  for  consideration  in  another. 
He  had  not  the  slightest  wish  to  impede  the  appointment 
of  the  proposed  committee. 

Mr  HUDSON  had  not  intended  to  have  taken  any  share 
In  the  present  debate,  as  ha  understood  that  the  motion 
was  to  be  granted  by  government;  but  as  Mr  Parker  had 
said  that  the  monetary  system  of  the  country  would  be  de¬ 
ranged  by  the  large  sunss  now  expending  and  to  be  expended 
on  railro^,  he  must  enter  his  decided  protest  against  that 
doctrine.  After  recapitulating  the  calculations  which  he 
had  made  to  the  house  some  weeks  ago  respecting  the 
amount  of  money  which  for  some  time  to  come  would  be 
expended  annually  on  these  great  national  works,  he 
showed  that  it  did  not  equal  the  sum  which  had  been 
annually  expended  by  the  country,  without  any  return,  for 
many  years  previously  to  the  dose  of  the  last  war.  If  he 
could  have  convinced  hiroaelf  that  he  should  have  any 
prospect  of  success,  he  would  have  moved  a  direct  negative 
on  the  appointment  of  this  confimittee,  because  he  believed 
that  the  house  was  In  poueasion  of  full  information  for 
legislation  on  this  impomnt  question  without  it  He  de¬ 
nied  that  low  forwe  would  ever  produce  ample  dividends, 
especially  where  lam  capical  was  sunk  in  the  construction 
of  public  works.  He  then  gave  a  history  of  the  profits 
received  by  the  existing  railways,  and  inferred  from  it  that 
they  did  aoC  afibed  a  very  successful  fidd  for  private  enter¬ 
prise. 

Mr  LABOUCHERE  did  not  believe  that  on  the  whole 
the  prafita  of  these  who  had  engaged  in  these  magnificent 
undertakings  had  been  enormous,  nor  did  he  grudge  them 
those  weli-eamed  galM  which  they  had  acquired  by  their 
InteHigence  and  enterprise.  But  tnere  were  circumstances 
la  the  present  state  or  the  expenditure  on  railroads  which 
did  require  Immediate  attention.  There  was  something 
besides  the  employasent  of  rapiial  which  ought  now  to  be 
considered  by  the  government  and  the  public.

'*Execvtion  in  Algeria. — ‘  L’Akhbar '  has  the  fol- 
uwine  graphic  account  of  an  execution  that  recently  took 
SsceL  Algeria.  The  delinquents  were  two  Arabs  and 
fheir  crime  assassination.  The  26lh  was  the  day  fixed 
Z>n  eight  o’clock  a.m.  a  guillotine  was  erected  in 
the  Place  Bab-el-Oued ;  a  curious  crowd  pressed  around 
he  red  machine,  which  increased  as  the  fatal  moment 
drew  nigh.  At  half-past  ten  o’clock  the  vast  esplanade 
was  taken  possession  of.  The  weather  was  magnificent. 
The  guillotine,  with  crossed  arms  and  gaping  mouth, 
awaited  its  food  in  the  centre  of  the  crowd— a  circle  pre¬ 
ened  with  some  difficulty  by  a  company  of  Zouaves. 
There  was  something  frightfully  solemn  In  this  specta¬ 
cle.  The  mountains  on  the  horizon  were  exhibited  in 
bold  relief  against  a  sky  of  wonderful  clearness ;  the  sea, 
which  oscillated  between  their  feet  and  the  shore,  was 
calm  and  blue  ;  on  the  other  side  of  the  square  the  gar¬ 
den  of  Marengo  bloomed  in  all  its  spring  verdure ;  and 
Algiers,  crowned  with  timid  spectators,  commanded  the 
scene.  The  two  culprits  at  length  arrived,  guarded  by 
mounted  gendarmes.  They  walked  with  firm  and  equal 
steps,  without  braggadocio,  or  apparent  spasms;  they 
mumbled  their  prayers.

She  was  removed  to  the  station  on  a  stretcher, 
where  she  died  almost  upon  arrival.  The  prisoner  came  un 
whilst  witness  ,was  standing  by  the  deceased  in  George^s 
yard  before  her  removal,  and  said  he  wanted  to  give  her  in 
charge  for  stealing  a  shilling.  Several  persons  present  said 
aloud  that  it  was  the  prisoner  who  had  struck  her;  the  pri¬ 
soner  did  not  deny  it  He  was  arrested  and  attempted  to 
escape  on  his  way  to  the  station.  He  found  Is.  3d.  in  the 
pocket  of  deceased.— Police-constable  62  G  swore  that  the 
woman  who  held  the  head  of  the  dying  woman  in  her  lap 
said  to  the  prisoner,  who  was  .standing  by,  "  Ah,  you  vaga¬ 
bond,  you  have  given  her  her  last  blow  ; "  the  prisoner  was 
silent— Mr  J.  B.  Mather,  a  surgeon,  deposed,  that  upon 
his  arrival  at  the  police  station,  at  a  quarter  to  four  o’clock 
on  Sunday  morning,  the  deceased  had  Just  expired.  He 
did  not  make  any  pott^moriem  or  other  examination  of  the 
body  ;  but  there  did  not  seem  to  be  any  mark  of  violence 
on  the  head.  He  did  not  examine  under  her  dress.— Police- 
constable  226  G  deposed  that  the  woman  gave  signs  of  life 
when  the  reached  the  station.  She  vomited,  blew  her 
nose,  and  wiped  her  face :  suddenly  her  colour  became 
livid,  and  she  died  in  a  moment.— The  prisoner,  who  was 
twice  about  addressing  the  Court,  was  stopped  by  the  ma¬ 
gistrate  saying  it  was  not  the  proper  time,  and  that  ke  contd 
not  be  too  eamtiout. — He  was  remanded.— An  inquest  was 
held  on  the  body  of  the  woman  on  T uesday,  when  the  jury, 
alter  a  short  consultation,  returned  a  verdict  of  Man¬ 
slaughter  against  Martin  Jennings."  On  Thursday  Martin 
Jennings  was  finally  examined,  when  some  corroborative 
evidence  was  produced.  The  prisoner  declined  entering  into 
any  defence,  and  was  committed  for  trial. 


I  The  Case  of  Poisoning  at  Bromley.— The  inquiry 
into  this  mysterious  affair,  adjourned  from  the  3th  Instant, 
was  resumed  on  Tbursdav,  for  the  thirteenth  time,  at  the 
Swan  tavern,  Bromley.  The  interest  excited  by  the  case 
is  still  very  great.  At  the  opening  of  the  court,  and 
prior  to  the  examination  of  witnesses,  Mr  Games,  solicitor, 
of  Trinity  street.  South  w  ark,  rote,  and  addressing  the  Coro¬ 
ner,  said  he  had  received  instructions  from  several  of  the 
principal  inhabitants  of  Bromley  to  attend  the  Inquiry  for 
the  purpose  of  watching  the  proceedings.  The  Coraner 
said,  so  far  from  having  any  objection  to  the  presence  of  Mr 
Games  in  the  character  described,  he  was  exceedingly  glad 
to  find  that  the  inhabitants  of  Bromley  had  thought  it  ne¬ 
cessary  to  advise  his  attendance.  Anne  Cunningham, 
a  young  woman  who  resided  with  the  family  of  the 
Churchers  in  November,  1843,  in  Ihe  character  of  a 
domestic  servant,  was  then  called.  She  stated,  in  contra¬ 
diction  to  the  evidence  of  all  the  members  o!  the  family, 
who  had  previously  deposed  to  Thomas  Churcher  having 
been  in  bed  at  nine  o’clock  on  the  night  of  deceased’s  death, 
that  he  did  not  come  home  until  between  nine  and  ten 
o’clock,  and  she  also  contradicted,  in  the  most  positive 
terms,  that  the  family  had  partaken  of  a  gruel  supper  on 
the  night  in  question,  which  latter  fact  had  been  sworn  to 
by  eacn  of  the  family  called  before  the  Jury.  The  witness 
said  that  if  they  had  partaken  of  gruel  she  must  have 
known  it,  inasmuch  as  it  would  have  Been  her  duty  to  pre- 

fiare  it.  James  Churcher,  the  elder,  who  holds  a  situatiun 
0  the  Bromley  post-office,  was  next  called.  In  answer  to 
the  Coroner,  he  confessed  that  he  had  written  the  two  anony¬ 
mous  letters  produced.  His  motive  for  writing  them  had 
been  to  relieve  his  mind  from  a  weight  which  oppressed  it 
respecting  the  guilt  of  a  certain  person  to  whom  ne  wished 
some  questions  to  be  addressed.  His  reason  for  not  sign¬ 
ing  bis  name  was  from  the  connection  in  which  be  stood 
with  the  party  referred  to.  The  Coroner  asked  him  what 
justification  he  had  to  offer  for  charging  the  party  alluded 
to  with  the  awful  crime  of  murder  ?  The  witness  replied 
that  he  had  not  done  so.  The  Coroner  said  that  although 
he  considered  the  letters  alluded  to  utterly  worthless,  per¬ 
haps  it  might  be  better  to  allow  the  jurv  to  judge  for  them¬ 
selves  as  to  the  degree  of  weight  that  snoula  be  attached  to 
them.  Mr  Carter  then  read  the  letters,  the  first  of  which 
ran  as  follows: — "Sir— That  letterman  what  had  the  letter 
last  Friday,  goes  in  front  of  Beezlev’s  house  between  three 
snd  four  every  afternoon,  taking  letters  about.  See  the 
'  Times  ’  newspaper  for  Thursday  lut.  I  never  suspected 
any  but  he,  but  1  do  not  know  who  wrote  it.  You  ousht 
to  vestigate  to  the  very  bottom.  I  am  noticing  everything 
that  occurs.  Mr  Carter,  Coroner,  Greenwich,  Kent."  Ttiia 
letter  has  the  Bromley  post-mark,  of  February  16,  1846. 
The  next  letter  was  inclosed  under  cover  to  Mr  Joyce,  the 
summoning  officer,  but  it  had  alto  passed  through  the 
Bromley  post-office.
